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REPORT  OF  SALEM  FIRE  DEPARTMENT 

During  the  year  1958  the  Salem  Fire  Department  responded  to  180 
alarms,  a  decrease  of  71  alarms  over  1957.  The  fire  loss  during  the  year 
1958  amounted  to  $56,919.00  compared  with  a  loss  of  $41,265.00  for  the 
previous  year.  The  fire  at  Rockingham  Race  Track  on  May  16,  1958  ac- 
counted for  $19,500.00  of  the  total  loss  for  1958. 

Continued  breakdowns  in  the  alarm  system  diu*ing  1958  made  it 
necessary  to  replace  the  old  mechanism  and  steam  whistle  with  new  air 
horns. 

The  men  of  the  North  Salem  fire  company  have  seciired,  through 
their  own  efforts,  a  Chevrolet  chassis  and  water  tank.  During  the  Fall  and 
Winter  months  they  have  been  building  a  water  tanker,  which,  when  com- 
pleted and  in  service,  will  prove  a  valuable  addition  to  their  company,  es- 
pecially in  an  area  where  town  water  is  not  available. 

Again  during  the  simimer  months  of  the  past  year  the  men  of  the 
fire  department  met  once  a  week  to  drill  and  acquaint  themselves  with  new 
fire -fighting  techniques. 

In  reply  to  a  request  of  the  Selectmen  and  the  Directors  of  the  Sa- 
lem Board  of  Trade,  the  fire  department  submitted  a  report  which  contained 
the  needs  of  the  department,  the  most  lurgent  of  which  is  the  need  for  addi- 
tional qiialtfied  manpower  during  the  daytime.  To  solve  this  problem,  the 
fire  department  will  request  additional  permanent  firemen.  The  fire  de- 
partment hopes  that  the  people  of  Salem  will  recognize  this  need  and  will 
vote  favorably  on  this  request. 

The  Fire  Department  wishes  to  thank  the  citizens  of  Salem  for 
their  continued  support  and  cooperation.

Comparative  Balance  Sheets  -  December  31,  1956  -  December  31,  1957:

Comparative  Balance  Sheets  as  of  December  31,  1956  and  Decem- 
ber 31,  1957  are  presented  in  Exhibit  A-1.  As  indicated  therein,  the  Net 
Debt  decreased  by  $12,777.51,  from  $108,239.28  to  $95,461.77,  in  1957.

Comparative  Statements  of  Appropriations  and  Expenditures 

Estimated  and  Actual  Revenues:  (Exhibits  A-3  &  A-4) 

Comparative  statements  of  appropriations  and  expenditures,  esti- 
mated and  actual  revenues  for  the  fiscal  year  ended  December  31,  1957,  are 
presented  in  Exhibits  A-3  and  A-4.  As  indicated  by  the  budget  summary 
(Exhibit  A-4),  a  revenue  surplus  of  $17,164.27,  less  a  net  overdraft  of  ap- 
propriations of  $15,957.35,  resulted  in  a  net  budget  surplus  of  $1,206.92. 

Statement  of  Receipts  and  Expenditures:  (Exhibit  B) 

A  statement  of  receipts  and  expenditures  for  the  fiscal  year  ended 
December  31,  1957,  made  up  in  accordance  with  the  uniform  classification 
of  accounts,  is  included  in  Exhibit  B.  Proof  of  the  Treasurer's  balance  as  of 
September  30,  1958,  is  indicated  in  Exhibit  K. 


AUDIT  PROCEDURE 


The  accounts  and  records  of  all  town  officials  charged  with  the  cus- 
tody, receipt  and  disbursement  of  public  funds  were  examined  and  audited. 
Vouchers  and  cancelled  checks  were  compared  with  supporting  invoices  and 
payrolls  as  well  as  entries  in  the  books  of  record.  Receipts  were  checked 
by  source  insofar  as  possible  and  totals  of  receipts  and  expenditures  veri- 
fied. Book  balances  were  verified  by  comparison  with  reconciled  bank  bal  - 
ances  made  from  statements  obtained  from  depository  banks. 

GENERAL  COMMENTS 


Current  Financial  Condition: 


It  is  noted  that  the  current  surplus  (excess  of  total  assets  over  cur  - 
rent  liabilities)  decreased  by  $222.49,  from  $26,760.72  to  $26,538.23,  dur- 
ing 1957,  as  shown  by  the  following  statement:

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Uncollected  Poll  Taxes  -  Prior  Years 

The  recommendation  is  again  made  that  imcoUected  poll  taxes  on 
account  of  the  levies  of  1951  and  prior  years  amoimting  to  $3,334.00,  which 
still  remain  on  the  Collector's  warrants  for  those  years,  be  removed  by 
abatement  procedure.  It  is  noted  that  no  activity  in  any  of  these  accounts 
has  taken  place  in  the  past  few  years  and  it  therefore  must  be  assumed  that 
these  poll  taxes  are  vincollectable.  Until  such  time  as  they  are  removed 
from  the  Collector's  warrants  by  regular  abatement  procedure,  they  contin- 
ue to  be  included  as  assets  in  the  Balance  Sheet  each  year.  Inasmuch  as 
such  accounts  are  worthless,  their  inclusion  tends  to  distort  the  actual  fi- 
nancial condition  of  the  Town.  This  condition  should  be  corrected  before 
the  close  of  the  current  fiscal  year. 

Conclusion 


The  provisions  of  Chapter  184  of  the  Laws  of  1955,  require  that 
the  summary  of  findings  and  recommendations  (letter  of  transmittal)  of 
this  report  shall  be  published  in  the  next  annual  report  of  the  Town.

To  the  Inhabitants  of  the  town  of  Salem,  In  the  County  of  Rockingham 
in  said  State,  qualified  to  vote  in  Town  affairs: 

You  are  hereby  notified  to  meet  at  Ackerman  Hall,  in  said  town,  on 
Tuesday,  the  tenth  day  of  March  next,  at  Twelve  (12:00)  of  the  clock  noon, 
to  act  upon  the  follo,wing  subjects: 

Article  1.  To  choose  all  necessary  town  officers  for  the  ensuing 
year. 

Article  2.  To  see  if  the  town  will  vote  to  appropriate  such  sums 
of  money  as  may  be  necessary  to  defray  the  expenses  of  the  operation  of 
the  town:  -Town  officers  salaries  and  expenses,  Expenses  of  Election  and 
Registration,  Municipal  court  and  town  buildings.

Article  3.  To  hear  the  reports  of  agents,  auditors,  committees  or 
officers  heretofore  chosen,  and  pass  on  any  vote  relating  thereto. 

Article  4.  To  see  if  the  town  will  authorize  the  Selectmen  and 
Town  Treasurer  to  borrow  such  sxuns  as  may  be  necessary  in  anticipation 
of  the  collection  of  taxes  for  the  current  municipal  year,  and  to  issue  in 
the  name  and  on  the  credit  of  the  town  negotiable  notes  therefore,  said 
notes  to  be  paid  in  the  current  municipal  year  from  taxes  collected  during 
tiie  current  mxmicipal  year. 

Article  5.  To  see  if  the  town  will  vote  to  appropriate  the  sum  of 
One  thousand  sixty  eight  dollars  and  twenty  three  cents  ($1,068.23)  for  aid 
under  apportionment  A  of  Town  Road  Aid  Plan  to  match  a  State  apportion- 
ment amounting  to  Seven  thousand  one  hundred  twenty  one  dollars  and  fifty 
cents  ($7,121.50)  for  construction  and  reconstruction  of  Class  IV  and 
class  V  Highways. 

Article  6.  To  see  if  the  town  will  vote  to  appropriate  the  sum  of 
Four  thousand  five  hundred  seventy  dollars  ($4,570.00)  for  aid  under  ap- 
portionment B  of  the  Town  Road  Aid  Plan  to  match  a  State  apportionment 
of  Four  thousand  five  hvmdred  seventy  dollars  ($4,570.00)  for  the  construc- 
tion or  reconstruction  of  Town  Highways  as  provided  in  Chapter  241  R.S.A. 

To  see  if  the  town  will  vote  to  appropriate  an  addition- 
al s\mi  of  One  thousand  two  hundred  ninety  two  dollars  ($1,292.00)  over 
the  amount  of  Five  thousand  three  hundred  thirty  three  dollars  ($5,333.00)

All  buildings  and  other  structures  within  the  Zones  here- 
in set  forth  shall  comply  in  all  respects  with  the  State  Law  and 
with  the  regulations  of  the  New  Hampshire  Board  of  Fire  Under- 
writers and  with  the  sanitary  rules  set  forth  by  the  Board  of  Health. 

All  buildings  hereinafter  erected,  constructed,  shall  be 
set  back  from  the  street  line  at  least  twenty  (20)  feet  and  no  build- 
ing shall  be  erected  or  constructed  within  five  (5)  feet  of  the  lot 
line  except  by  special  permit  from  the  Board  of  Adjustment.

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REPORT  OF  THE  SCHOOL  BOARD 

February  2,  1959 
To  the  Citizens  of  Salem: 

The  pastyear  was  a  comparatively  "li^t  one"  as  regards  the  phys- 
ical plant.  The  No.  8  School  was  painted  inside,  as  were  the  old  rooms  at 
the  No.  9  School.  New  shower  heads  were  installed  in  the  High  School 
shower  rooms,  which  makes  for  safer  iise  of  the  facilities.  Heating  pipes 
were  extended  down  the  corridor  of  the  Central  School  addition  and  a  unit 
heater  installed  to  relieve  a  cold  spot  in  the  area. 

Drives  and  walks  at  the  new  Fisk  School  were  constructed  and  the 
front  area  graded  and  seeded. 

Two  major  projects  were  equipping  and  opening  the  Fisk  School 
kitchen  add  cafeteria  and  the  initiation  of  a  Physical  Education  program 
for  Grades  7  to  12.  The  first  of  these  was  completed  in  time  to  start  the 
lunch  program  around  October  1.  Kitchen  facilities  are  modern  and  quite 
adequate.  The  Physical  Education  program  has  been,  of  necessity,  some- 
what limited  and  not  completely  free  of  problems.  This  was  due  to  inade- 
qiiate  facilities,  schedxiling  difficiilties  and  other  first -year  snags  which 
must  be  expected  in  starting  a  program  of  this  sort. 

There  has  been  some  criticism  of  the  Physical  Education  program 
in  that  it  did  not  include  the  lower  grades.  First,  it  must  be  remembered 
that  we  have  only  two  instructors  and  that  each  has  a  full  schedule  with 
grades  7-12.  Secondly,  the  lower  grades  are  attending  school  only  slightly 
longer  than  the  State  requires,  so  any  physical  education  in  this  area  would 
have  to  take  place  during  recess  time.  The  school  board  is  of  the  opinion 
that  Grades  1-3  definitely  do  not  need  Physical  Education  and  probably 
could  not  absorb  it  anyway.  As  for  grades  4-6,  the  need  there  is  question- 
able and  certainly  would  require  an  additional  instructor,  which  we  reco- 
mmend be  postponed  for  a  year  or  two. 
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This  year  the  School  Board  is  requesting  money  to  construct  the 
addition  to  Woodbury  High  School,  plans  for  which  will  be  completed  by 
District  meeting  time  with  money  appropriated  last  year.  This  addition  is 
vitally  needed  to  accommodate  the  ever-increasing  enrollment  and  to  meet 
the  new  minimum  requirements  of  the  State  in  order  that  Woodbury  High 
will  continue  to  be  an  accredited  school.  As  previously  stated  many  times, 
the  School  Board  is  still  In  favor  of  the  policy  of  "asmuch  space  as  possi- 
ble, for  as  little  money  as  possible,  consistent  with  good  quality".  We 
urge  the  voters  of  Salem  to  pass  the  bond  issue  for  construction  of  the 
High  School  addition.  The  necessity  of  building  as  cheaply  as  possible  is 
emphasized  by  the  fact  that  additional  classroom  space  for  elementary 
grades,  probably  an  addition  to  Haigh  School  and/ or  a  new  unit  at  North 
Salem,  will  be  required  by  the  fall  of  1961,  and  possibly  a  new  Junior  High 
School  within  the  next  ten  years. 

We  wish  to  express  our  sincere  thanks  to  the  staff  and  to  you  citi- 
zens for  your  cooperation  and  interest.

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REPORT  OF  THE  SUPERINTENDENT  OF  SCHOOLS 

February  2,  1959 
To  the  School  Board  and  Citizens  of  Salem: 

I  am  presenting  herewith  my  third  Annual  Report  as  Superintendent 
of  Schools  in  Salem.    This  report  deals  briefly  with  the  following  subjects: 
Personnel,  School  Construction,  Bonded  Indebtedness  and  Borrowing  Capac- 
ity, Curriculum  and  Community  Organizations. 
PERSONNEL 

Last  September  20  new  teachers  were  added  to  the  Salem  School 
System.  A  chart  listing  information  about  them  is  included  among  the  sta- 
tistics following  this  report.  Mrs.  Helen  Higgins,  grade  2  teacher  at  the 
Fisk  School,  became  our  first  Remedial  Reading  teacher  and  William  Gos- 
selin.  Social  Studies  teacher  in  the  Woodburv  High  School  became  the  new 
director  of  Physical  Education. 

David  Greenlaw,  formerly  a  principal  of  the  Hampstead  High  School 
and  Hampstead  Central  School,  with  19  years  experience,  became  the  first 
principal  of  the  Flsk  School  -  as  well  as  principal  of  the  Salem  Central 
School. 

The  need  for  more  teachers  still  continued  to  be  a  problem,  but  as 
our  salary  schediile  become  more  realistic  we  are  able  to  hold  the  better 
teachers  and  hire  more  qualified  beginners.  Unfortunately  the  differential 
we  had  with  some  of  our  neighboring  Massachusetts  communities  for  be- 
ginners has  evaporated,  due  to  the  Massachusetts  State  Legislature  passing 
as  of  November  1,  1958,  a  minimum  salary  law  of  $3,600  for  beginning 
teachers.  In  addition,  the  prevailing  wage  for  Teacher  College  gradtiates 
this  coming  June  will  be  about  $3,800,  according  to  word  from  the  colleges. 
Because  of  the  need  of  adding  several  teachers  to  the  system  each  year,  we 
must  be  able  to  meet  the  competition.  The  more  we  can  pay  fo^beg^^ne^s, 
the  better  teachers  we  will  hire  and  the  better  education  our  children  will 
receive.    It  is  a  matter  of  simple  arithmetic.    Until  we  can  build  fast  e- 
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nough  to  provide  more  classrooms  and  smaller  class  sizes,  we  need  the 
best  teachers  available. 

SCHOOL  CONSTRUCTION 

Before  discussing  school  construction,  I  woxild  like  to  bring  to  the 
attention  of  the  citizens  of  Salem  facts  about  our  enrollment  increases. 
Last  year  we  added  six  new  teachers  to  take  care  of  increased  enrollments 
and  reduce  class  size.  You  may  wonder  why  I  seem  to  emphasize  the  need 
for  reduced  class  size.  Unfortvmately  we  have  a  majority  of  classes  with 
35-40  pupils.  Under  these  conditions,  the  teachers  cannot  give  proper  In- 
dividual attention  to  your  children  and  oxir  achievement  results  are  affect- 
ed by  it.   The  recommended  class  size  is  25-30  pupils. 

Adding  six  teachers  did  not  reduce  class  size  for  the  simple  reason 
that  our  enrollment  iacreased  215  pupils  from  September  1957  to  Novem- 
ber 1958.  We  now  have  an  average  of  183  pupils  per  grade  in  grades  1-6. 
Last  year  in  the  same  area  we  had  an  average  of  165  pupils  in  each  grade. 
Looking  back  to  the  1953  Survey,  it  was  predicted  that  we  wovad  have  1,526 
pupils  for  1958-59.  We  have  191  more  than  that.  You  may  be  interested 
to  know  that  grade  1  was  predicted  to  be  146  -  we  have  191.  Grades  1-3 
were  predicted  to  be  420  -  we  actually  have  557. 

These  large  classes  are  moving  into  the  grade  7-12  area  and  we 
mvist  add  to  the  Woodbury  High  School  and  Central  units  an  addition  to 
handle  1,000-1,200  pupils.  To  make  our  problem  still  more  urgent  is  the 
need  to  meet  the  minimum  standards  set  up  by  the  State  Department  of  Ed- 
ucation. As  most  of  us  know,  we  have  not  had  adequate  home  economics 
and  business  education  quarters,  music  rooms,  a  decent  library  and  an  art 
room  to  meet  the  old  standards.  The  addition  will  take  care  of  these  rooms 
plus  sufficient  academic  rooms,  an  enlarged  cafeteria,  physical  education 
and  shop  quarters  to  handle  the  increased  enrollments  that  are  now  with  us. 

Some  people  may  ask  why  we  do  not  build  a  new  High  School.  We 
can  not.  Our  borrowing  capacity  limits  us  to  a  fraction  of  the  cost  of  a  new 
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high  school.  If  our  enrollment  incomes  in  future  years  so  that  the  high 
school  needs  to  take  over  the  Central  Unit  then  the  town  may  need  and  be 
able  to  build  a  new  Jxmior  High  buUding.  But  at  the  moment,  you  would 
need  a  double  expenditure  if  you  wanted  to  build  a  new  junior  high  building 
now  because  the  high  school  would  still  need  major  overhauling  to  meet 
state  standards.  Again,  it  is  very  unlikely  that  our  borrowing  capacity 
would  permit  it. 

We  must  have  at  least  six  new  rooms  for  September,  and  shoiild 
have  eight.  We  will  re -open  the  No.  6  school  and  at  the  present  time  -  if 
the  addition  is  voted  favorably  -  the  School  Board  plans  to  partition  the 
Central  Cafeteria  and  kitchen  before  September  to  have  two  rooms  avail- 
able. This  will  prevent  the  use  of  the  Town  Hall,  which  has  been  acceptable 
in  the  past,  but  not  popular.  This  means  the  cafeteria  will  not  be  open  un- 
til the  addition  is  built,  but  it  would  need  to  be  closed  anyway  when  construc- 
tion is  in  frdl  swing. 

The  addition  will  open  more  rooms,  temporarily,  in  Central  for  the 
elementary  grades,  to  relieve  us  in  this  area.  When  grades  7-12  take  over 
these  two  units  entirely,  the  town  will  need  to  think  of  further  construction 
for  the  elementary  grades  -  perhaps  an  addition  to  the  Haigh  school  or  a 
rew  school  in  some  other  area  of  the  town,  dependent  upon  need. 

I  strongly  urge  the  addition  to  the  High  School  because  there  is  no 
reasonable  alternative  and  we  must  provide  classroom  space  to  meet  the 
phenomenal  growth  that  Salem  is  experiencing.  We  can  do  nothing  else  but 
accept  the  inevitable  and  at  the  same  time,  we  are  providing  a  better  edu- 
cation for  our  children. 

BONDED  INDEBTEDNESS  AND  BORROWING  CAPACITY 

According  to  New  Hampshire  State  Law,  a  school  district  may  bor- 
row up  to  4%  of  the  assessed  valuation  as  equalized,  by  special  permission, 
the  district  may  borrow  up  to  6%.  The  Salem  School  District  has  an  as- 
sessed valuationas  equalized  of  $17,997,693  for  1956.  The  present  indebt- 
edness is  $420,000.  which  means  that  the  present  net  borrowing  capacity 
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of  the  district  as  of  March  1959,  is  $299,908  at  the  4%  rate  and  $659,862 
at  the  6%  rate.  When  the  1958  valuation  figure  is  released,  it  undoubtedly 
will  be  much  larger. 

The  1957  State  Legislature  increased  state  contributions  toward 
costs  of  construction  from  20%  to  30%  of  the  district's  annual  payment 
toward  capital  expenditures. 

CURRICULUM 

The  courses  of  study  and  textbooks  used  in  our  schools  meet  the 
highest  standards.  Emphasis  has  been  placed  on  reading  and  a  complete 
testing  program  is  in  operation.  Reading,  which  is  the  basis  for  all  sub- 
jects, can  be  materially  improved  if  adequate  class  size  can  be  maintained. 

This  year  several  important  additions  have  been  made  to  the  curric- 
ulumi.  A  remedial  reading  teacher  works  full-time  with  small  groups  of 
pupils  supplementing  the  reading  program  for  those  pupils  who  need  help. 
A  class  for  Special  Education  has  been  held  each  day  with  Mrs.  Nita  Chute 
as  teacher,  to  help  those  children  who  are  in  need  of  special  attention  be- 
yond that  which  can  be  offered  in  the  regular  classroom.  Physical  Educa- 
tion has  been  added  to  the  curriculvim  for  grades  7-12.  This  is  the  area 
where  physical  education  will  do  the  greatest  good. 

A  summer  school  program  was  carried  out  under  the  guidance  of 
Mr.  Robert  Dolph,  Helping  Teacher.  This  program  was  successful  and  may 
be  continued  this  coming  summer  if  parents  are  interested. 

Educational  television  is  becoming  more  popular.  In  addition  to 
Channel  2  in  Boston,  Channel  11  in  Durham  will  begin  operation  during  the 
year  1959.  This  past  year  Channel  2  broadcast  an  educational  series  at 
9:30  which  was  repeated  at  11:00  each  morning.  The  programs  included 
were  music  for  Grade  2,  literature  for  Grade  3,  Social  Studies  for  Grade  4, 
Science  for  Grade  5  and  6.  These  programs  supplement  the  regular  class- 
room work  and  proved  very  worthwhile.  This  past  year  two  of  the  districts 
in  Union  ''55  subscribed  to  the  service.    One  other  district  will  join  in  the 
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next  year.  In  one  of  the  districts  the  Parent  Teacher  Association  furnished 
a  television  set  and  in  another  district  the  local  Womens'  Club  did  it.  The 
district  pays  50^  per  student  which  covers  the  cost  of  study  guides.  This 
is  a  program  that  Salem  should  consider  in  the  not -too -distant  future. 

Another  program  which  I  hope  we  may  consider  when  resources 
permit  is  an  adult  education  program,  for  those  who  have  left  school,  for 
those  who  need  refresher  courses  and  for  those  who  wish  to  make  wiser 
use  of  their  leisure  time.  We  will  have  the  plant  and  the  teachers  could  be 
hired  for  evening  work. 

When  the  addition  is  completed,  we  plan  to  hire  the  following  year  a 
Guidance  Director  and  an  Art  Supervisor  The  high  and  junior  high  schools 
are  now  large  enough  to  warrant  a  full-time  guidance  director,  whose  re- 
sponsibility it  will  be  to  supervise  the  testing  program,  help  all  students  in 
choosing  proper  courses,  help  students  in  gaining  admittance  to  college  and 
to  familiarize  the  students  with  all  types  of  scholarship  assistance.  Furth- 
ermore, the  guidance  director  will  help  the  students  to  adjust  to  their  pres- 
ent school  life  and  also  help  in  job  placement. 

Art  has  been  recommended  as  part  of  the  minimvim  standards  for 
high  schools  by  the  State  Department  of  Education.  It  is  an  enrichment  sub- 
ject that  should  be  given  along  with  music.  The  supervisor  will  cover  both 
elementary  and  secondary  grades. 

Mr.  Dolph  and  your  superintendent  have  met  each  month  with  the 
principals  and  head-teachers  in  the  Union  to  discuss  important  trends  in 
education  and  to  give  all  an  opportunity  to  exchange  valuable  ideas  and  tech- 
niques. 

People  generally  in  the  United  States  are  becoming  concerned  about 
education.  It  is  a  healthy  situation.  I  believe  the  United  States  has  the  best 
educational  system  in  the  world  and  I  hope  that  we  in  Salem  may  strive  for 
an  improved  system  that  will  produce  intelligent  and  understanding  leader- 
ship. 
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WOODBURY  HIGH  SCHOOL  -  Francis  H.  Geremon^y,  Principal 

We  are  now  using  five  rooms  in  the  Central  School,  plus  the  Gym- 
nasium, to  meet  the  expanding  enrollment  and  the  courses  in  the  curriculum. 

As  of  October  1,  1958  we  had  a  total  enrollment  of  385.  This  figure 
had  increased  from  376  on  September  4,  1958,  opening  day  of  school.  Not 
included  in  these  figures  are  pupils  that  have  left  school  since  the  opening 
day.  That  number  would  rxin  the  total  enrollment  to  about  400  for  this  year. 

The  curriculum  has  been  enriched  by  the  addition  of  courses  in 
Music  Appreciation  and  Speech  for  grades  11  and  12,  and  Physical  Educa- 
tion for  grades  7  through  12.  While  it  was  possible  to  schedule  all  boys  and 
girls  for  gym  classes  twice  per  week  by  dividing  the  gym  floor,  it  has  caused 
an  almost  impossible  situation  in  the  exceptionally  small  locker  rooms.  It 
is  amazing  to  me  that  the  Physical  Education  instructors  have  done  such  a 
remarkable  job,  keeping  injuries,  loss  of  clothing  and  complaints  to  a  min- 
immn.  We  must  recognize  that  a  small  room  with  six  shower  heads  is  not 
adequate  to  accommodate  350  boys  and  the  over-crowding  is  dangerous,  not 
only  because  of  accidents,  but,  also  because  it  could  become  a  health  men- 
ace. The  locker  room  has  required  constant  between-period  cleaning  as  a 
preventive  health  measure.  If  we  are  to  continue  this  program  on  the  pres- 
ent scale  we  must  think  of  adding  additional  teacher  stations  and  facilities. 

The  addition  of  compulsory  Physical  Education  has  caused  some 
dropping  of  academic  courses  due  to  loss  of  study  periods.  Pupils  who 
would  normally  carry  a  fifth  subject  are  not  doing  so,  or  have  dropped  it  be- 
cause their  school  day  is  full. 

The  physical  plant  received  some  repairs  during  the  summer  and 
the  girls  cloak  room  received  a  badly  needed  coat  of  paint. 

Baskets  for  gym  suits  have  been  purchased,  and  a  dividing  curtain 
now  divides  the  gym  so  that  both  boys'  and  girls'  classes  can  be  held  at  the 
same  time.  This  is  not  an  ideal  situation  as  it  eliminates  the  use  of  the  gym 
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for  anything  else  during  the  whole  school  day.  Some  periods  have  as  many 
as  60  boys  and  girls  working  out  at  the  same  time.  Normally  the  Band, 
Music  Appreciation,  Chorus  and  Dramatics  would  have  some  use  of  the 
Auditorium. 

The  band  received  a  number  of  new  instrmnents  and  uniforms  from 
the  combined  efforts  of  the  Board  of  Trade,  Kiwanis  Club  and  Band  Parents. 

The  Band  and  Chorus  are  regularly  scheduled  classes  offering  1/4 
credit  toward  graduation.  The  Band  has  increased  in  size  to  about  50  piec- 
es, plus  about  a  dozen  Majorettes.  They  have  been  well  received  in  Memor- 
ial parades  and  at  concerts. 

We  still  need  additional  books  for  the  Library  and  the  replacement 
of  many  of  our  textbooks. 

For  the  second  successive  year  about  50  students  have  been  disap- 
pointed because  Art  was  not  offered  in  the  curriculum.  Besides  additional 
class  room,  Guidance  and  a  course  in  Art  are  our  most  pressing  needs. 

Our  Commercial  department  has  been  enriched  by  the  addition  of 
four  new  tjrpewriters,  an  electric  tj^ewriter  and  an  electric  mimeograph 
machine. 

I  feel  it  my  duty  to  report  that  the  antiquated.  Immovable  stationary 
desks  and  chairs  in  rooms  2,  3,  and  4  in  the  Woodbury  building  have  long 
since  outlived  their  usefulness  and  should  be  replaced  by  modern  movable 
desks  and  chairs.  These  deskg  and  chairs  were  meant  to  be  adjusted  to  the 
individual  child  who  remained  there  all  day.  Today  the  boys  and  girls  move 
from  room  to  room  every  period  so  that  they  cannot  be  adjusted  each  per- 
iod to  meet  the  needs  of  the  individual  child.  Therefore,  there  is  constant 
discomfort  and  breakage. 

We  were  very  happy  to  accept  a  new  auditorium  stage  curtain  as  a 
class  gift  from  the  Class  of  1957. 

Of  the  59  graduates  of  the  class  of  1958,  45.8%  are  furthering  their 
education.    19  have  been  accepted  at  post-secondary  schools  and  colleges, 
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5  at  secretarial  school,  3  at  junior  colleges,  3  in  nursing  schools,  2  in  tech- 
nical schools,  3  in  the  service,  1  in  hairdressing  school,  1  at  cooking  school, 
and  16  have  entered  the  field  of  business. 

A  well  rounded  guidance  program  is  offered  through  the  use  of  in- 
telligence, achievement  and  aptitude  tests.  The  University  of  New  Hamp- 
shire annually  tests  the  sophomore  classes.  The  juniors  get  the  California 
Mental  Maturity  tests  and  the  seniors  are  urged  to  take  the  new  Scholar- 
ship Qualifying  tests.  There  are  about  1,100  scholarships  that  are  given 
yearly  in  the  United  States  on  a  competitive  basis.  We  are  proud  that  thir- 
teen members  of  the  Class  of  1959  took  the  National  Merit  Scholarship 
Qualifying  tests,  and,  as  a  group,  scored  well  above  the  national  average. 

Nine  juniors  were  urged  to  take  the  College  Entrance  Board  Apti- 
tude test  in  their  junior  year.  This  is  an  advantage  because  they  may  apply 
for  admission  to  the  college  of  their  choice  at  the  end  of  the  junior  year  and 
if  admitted,  they  may  concentrate  on  their  studies  as  recommended  by  that 
particular  college.  Students  are  encouraged  to  visit  schools  of  higher 
learning,  i.e.  the  University  of  New  Hampshire  Hi-U  Day,  Teachers'  Col- 
leges, etc.  An  additional  service  provided  all  non-college  seniors  this 
year  was  the  administering  of  a  battery  of  tests  by  the  State  of  N.  H.  De- 
partment of  Employment  Security,  the  purpose  being  to  find  out  what  vo- 
cations boys  and  girls  are  best  fitted  for  and  to  aid  them  in  making  a  voca- 
tional choice. 

A  good  source  of  scholarship  information  is  brought  to  the  attention 
of  the  students  by  the  administration.  We  are  deeply  grateful  to  all  local 
organizations  who  have  offered  scholarships  to  our  graduates.  However, 
we  always  seem  to  have  more  worthy  students  than  there  are  scholarships 
available. 

The  high  school  has  continued  to  subscribe  to  the  School  Assembly 
Service.  This  organization  provides  instructional,  entertaining  and  educa- 
tional programs.    This  service  is  also  augmented  by  other  programs,  i.  e. 
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Pease  Air  Force  Jiu  Jitsu  team,  Svin  Oil  Co.  Science  program  and  many 
student  participating  activities. 

Woodbury  High  School  is  a  member  of  the  National  Honor  Society, 
approved  by  the  State  Board  of  Education  and  is  accredited  by  the  Ameri- 
can Association  of  Colleges  and  Secondary  Schools. 

CENTRAL  SCHOOL  -  David  Greenlaw,  Principal 

The  enrollment  in  the  Central  School  is  approximately  365  pupils  in 
ten  rooms  for  grades  5  through  8.  These  are  seven  rooms  containing  pup- 
ils in  grades  7  and  8.  Next  year  we  will  need  two  rooms  for  grades  7  and 
8. 

The  girls  in  grade  eight  have  three  periods  of  Home  Economics 
each  week,  one  double  and  one  single  period.  The  seventh  grade  girls  are 
unable  to  have  Home  Economics  because  of  lack  of  space  and  teacher  time. 
There  is  no  shop  available  for  the  boys  because  of  lack  of  space  and  teach- 
er time.  All  pupils  in  grades  7  and  8  have  two  periods  of  Physical  Educa- 
tion per  week. 

Pupil,  school  and  class  progress  is  noted  each  year  through  achieve- 
ment tests.  Mental  ability  tests  are  also  given  twice  during  a  pupil's  school 
life  in  elementary  school  -  in  grades  three  and  six. 

The  Bookmobile  leaves  250  books  at  a  time  for  the  use  of  the  pup- 
ils. 

MARY  A.  FISK  SCHOOL  -  David  Greenlaw,  Principal 

This  school  opened  in  September,  1958  with  all  twelve  rooms  in 
use.  The  enrollment  has  varied  somewhat  but  is  approximately  420.  The 
lunch  program  was  instituted  soon  after  the  opening  of  school  and  has  been 
very  successful,  with  better  than  seventy -five  percent  of  the  pupils  partic- 
ipating daily.  The  Bookmobile  makes  available  225  books  at  one  time  to 
the  school  for  approximately  two  months.  The  Parent  Teacher  Association 
is  sponsoring  a  school  library,  which  is  to  be  commended. 

In  conclusion,  I  would  like  to  say  that  the  staffs  of  both  schools,  the 
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Office  of  the  Superintendent  of  Schools,  and  all  with  whom  I  have  come  in 
contact,  have  been  most  helpful  during  the  year. 

OTHER  ELEMENTARY  SCHOOLS 
Worthy  of  notice  is  the  strong  support  given  by  the  Parent  Teacher 
Associations  to  each  individual  school  in  furnishing  items  that  are  both 
helpful  and  worthwhile  in  the  education  of  the  children. 

All  teachers  have  been  very  cooperative  and  conscientious  in  car- 
rying our  improvements  in  the  curriculiun. 

SCHOOL  LUNCH  AND  HEALTH 


The  Lvmch  Program  sponsored  by  the  Salem  School  Department 
was  involved  with  major  expansion  this  year  upon  the  opening  of  the  new 
program  at  the  Fisk  School.  The  Woodbury -Central  program  has  contin- 
ued in  its  ninth  year  of  very  successful  operation,  under  the  fine  direction 
of  Mrs.  Ann  Emilio,  Mrs.  Emilio  has  a  very  competent  staff  of  nine  wom- 
en -  five  at  Central  and  four  at  Fisk.  She  attributes  much  of  the  success 
of  these  programs  to  the  interest  and  genuine  love -of -children  inherent  in 
her  staff.  The  program  is  deeply  indebted  to  the  Fisk  Parent  Teacher  As- 
sociation for  the  purchase  of  dishes,  silverware  and  bowls.  A  financial  re- 
port of  the  Ixmch  programs  follows  this  report. 

Jessie  Soule,  Nurse-teacher  reports  as  follows:  One  of  the  goals 
of  health  education  in  the  schools  is  to  prepare  boys  and  girls  to  live  bet- 
ter in  this  tense  and  demanding  world.  This  means  that  the  schools  must 
carry  out  a  program  which  will  give  every  boy  and  girl  a  chance  to  achieve 
the  best  possible  physical,  mental,  emotional  and  social  health.  To  achieve 
this  we  carry  on  an  active  testing  program  in  vision,  hearing  and  mental 
health.  We  also  test  for  cancer,  tuberculosis  and  for  orthopedic  and  dent- 
al deficiencies. 

Vision  tests  are  given  annually  to  every  pupil.  Recently  the  Salem 
Lions  Club  gave  the  School  District  a  New  York  Vision  testing  machine 
which  will  be  of  considerable  assistance  in  our  program.   In  cases  where

parents  are  unable  to  finance  either  eye  treatment  or  glasses,  aid  is  some- 
times obtained  from  the  N.  H.  Sight  Conservation  Division. 

Hearing  tests  are  given  by  the  Maico  Puretone  Audiometer.  Par- 
ents are  notified  of  children  failing  to  pass  these  tests  and  follow-up  work 
is  frequently  necessary.  Presently  the  Salem  Lions  Club  and  the  Salavation 
Army  are  financing  medical  care  and  treatment  for  pupils  with  defective 
hearing,  who  would  not  otherwise  be  able  to  have  it. 

The  Tuberculosis  Patch  Tests  (VoUmer)  were  given  to  all  pupils  in 
grades  5-12  who  chose  to  avail  themselves  of  this  service.  861  pupils 
were  tested,  of  whom  39  showed  a  positive  reaction.  FoUow-tQ)  work  was 
conducted  by  the  N.  H.  Tuberculosis  Association. 

The  dental  health  program  financed  by  the  Salem  Kiwanis  Club 
commenced  in  February.  Through  this  program  every  pupil  in  grades  5 
through  8  has  the  opportunity  to  have  his  or  her  teeth  cleaned.  448  pupils 
received  this  benefit.  I  hope  this  program  might  be  continued  and  that  the 
pupils'  teeth  could  be  treated  with  sodium  fluoride.  The  N.  H.  Dental  As- 
sociation recommends  that  cleaning  and  sodium  fluoride  treatment  be  re- 
peated every  three  or  fovur  years  xmtil  the  child  reaches  the  age  of  13. 

Pre -school  clinics  are  held  at  Dr.  Greer's  office  four  or  five  times 
a  year.  These  clinics  are  sponsored  by  the  Salem  Women's  Club  and  the 
State  Board  of  Health.  As  a  result,  all  children  in  Salem  enter  school  pro- 
tected as  fully  as  possible  against  many  diseases. 

Pre-school  registration  was  held  in  May  1958.  At  that  time  150 
children  registered  for  school  the  following  September. 

Transportation  to  school  for  a  crippled  child  has  been  furnished  by 
Mr.  William  Brown.  James  A.  Sayer,  Trustee  of  the  Lancaster  Fimd,  the 
Civil  Aid  Patrol  and  the  Junior  Women's  Club  gave  many  children  shoes, 
overshoes,  rubbers,  warm  clothing  and  toys  at  Christmas  time. 

I  wish  to  thank  the  many  people  in  Salem,  in  addition  to  those  indi- 
vidual and  organizations  named  above,  who  have  in  many  ways  shown  their 
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interest  and  support  in  the  Salem  school  health  program. 

VOCAL  MUSIC  -  Mrs.  Marilyn  Winward,  Director 

The  need  for  adequate  music  space  is  urgent,  to  provide  a  full  pro- 
gram. The  students  in  grades  7-12  need  a  place  to  work  on  programs,  to 
display  projects,  to  keep  materials  and  to  work  in  an  atmosphere  that 
breeds  musical  learning.  The  new  addition  will  help  greatly  in  this  respect. 

The  increased  enrollment  limited  the  visits  of  the  vocal  instructor 
to  the  elementary  schools  and  the  junior  high.  There  is  need  for  an  addit- 
ional instructor  to  provide  a  fuller  program.  The  Woodbury  Choristers 
have  continued  to  perform  at  various  group  meetings  and  have  been  well 
received. 

INSTRUMENTAL  MUSIC  -  Calvin  Schraga,  Director 

The  Instrumental  Music  program  has  been  very  active,  both  in  re- 
gard to  activities  and  the  number  of  pupils  participating  in  the  program. 
At  the  present  time  182  pupils  are  taking  band  in  Salem.  There  is  one  main 
band,  comprising  students  from  grades  6-12.  This  group  practices  two 
times  a  week. 

In  addition  to  the  main  band,  there  are  two  beginners  groups  aoid 
two  advanced  groups  from  grades  4-6.  The  main  band  has  been  very  act- 
ive and  has  played  at  assemblies  football  games,  commencement  activities 
and  will  play  at  the  coming  Booster  Banquet.  They  also  took  part  in  last 
year's  Memorial  Day  parade.  The  highlight  of  their  activities  was  the  ex- 
cellent spring  concert  given  last  spring. 

COMMUNITY  ORGANIZATIONS 

All  local  organizations  and  many  individuals  continue  their  fine  sup- 
port of  the  Salem  Schools.  Whether  it  is  help  at  individual  schools,  whether 
it  is  to  honor  any  specific  group,  whether  it  is  for  scholarships,  whether  it 
is  for  the  health  of  the  children  -  please  accept  my  appreciation  and  the 
appreciation  of  all  who  work  with  me.
